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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regard to Claim 3, the applicant argues that 
Matsushita does not disclose that the first reflecting mirror allows reflection of a boundary light of the light emitted from an end of the arc 
generated between the electrodes without interception by the second reflector.
